I'm not going to put the Punk movement into three easy definitions 
but I feel these are the main three :- Political; Musical, and 
fashion's. Read this page carefully and ask your selves what you ar@ 
a Punk for. Many of you are getting confused by your motives. 


Firstly don't let anyone tell you Punk is'nt Political, oh sure 
there's alot of Punks-(so called) who dress like Punks, dance like 
Punks, but do they think like Punks, Do they Hell; how can a millio-| 
aires son, for instance say, he's a Punk, when he can go home to 
daddy any time, and have the security of his wealth. You can't have 
rich people suddenly jumping up and proclaiming themselves as one of 
us, it’ just don't wear, for a start Punks ain't exactly rich. | 


A Punk is someone who's protesting. Protesting against almost 
everything that's been drummed into him/her all their lives. Don't 
do this, dorlt do that, normal people are'nt like that. Well listen 
brother, you do what you fucking want, and if being normal means 
being tied down to a job and a rented flat all your life, become’ 
abnormal, it'll turn out to be much more fun. 


So to all those rich idle people, playing at being Punks, it's 

Two Fingers and get lost. On the subject of rich people, it would'nt 
damage some of these Punk shops to lower their prices abit, because 
it's a bit heavy expecting kids on the dole to pay £20. for a pair 
of trousers, so come on you lot lower your prices, so some real Punkg 
can buy something now and a gain, or keep your prices the same if yo 
want to keep the working class away! 


Music is the main thing in a Punk's life. When you hear that beat, 
and actually feel the music vibrating up your whole body until you 
find yourself hitting the roof in excitment, nothing else matters. 
You need music to survive, if you ain't got music, you'll find 
yourself just living for work. After you've finished-your eight hours 
or whatever at work , and you come home, you can put on the record 
player and play your Pistols record and forget everything you did at 
work and START Tc LIVE AGAIN. : 


Do you know a little more now or were you already OK ! 
PUNKS NED MUSIC, more than any politician or any pair of leather 
trousers. 


After all that talk about the way Punks are being sceweg@ for their 
money, I'll carry on with ways to make your own clothes different, 
because you are more important than any fashion designer's, idea 
of how you should dress. 


You do need straight trousers; flares or bags are definetly out. If 
you can spare a few quid it's worth a visit to any church or school 
jumble sale, you can pick up some good stuff there,. 


Moving on to shirts; almost anything will do, just splash it all ovey 
with ink or paint colours and if you have a white shirt handy make uy 
your own slogans, and scribble it all over ya shirt. 


Don't worry too much about shoes- again anything will da, black’s 4 
good choice though. It's surprising what you can do with your oid 
clothes. So have a scout around and sort some out. 


When you see these punks who are dressed in stuff from 'Boys etc'!

If -you're expecting another one of those Sex PistOls = Future of Rock 
and Roll artic.le. then you're in for a disappointment. 

The music Press overkill on the PistOls recently has been sickening, 
just like the crappy fold out posters and badges. They aint worth 

our bother-its like capitalist big business taking it all away from 

us, making money and in the process watering down the contents- 

Taming what was once a threat to them. 

When:the PistOls first started playing(or trying to play) two years 

ago they were unique and the most threaterning group around. 

I-first saw them down the 100 club about 18 months ago and that was 
still true then. 

A group never looked like this before the dress, the sneer, the way 
they looked so in ept fumbling over their instruments awkwardly. 

It was necessary to take an extremestand to let people know what they 
were about. Rotten quotes like the cynical "Woodstock baby" and "We 
hate everything ' polorized opinion. | 
Now when all the kids are going round with hate and anarchy stencilled 
on their shirt, Rotten admits to liking music he never would publically 
(then). After the sneer and the threat, came the style; (seditionary's 
bondage trousers at £30 a shot) and only quite recently devastating 
music. 

Sure the PistOls could already Play when I first saw them even though 
they lumbered around as if they could'nt. Its only since the beginning 
of this year that they've unleashed the heavy metal barrage we all know 
and love. Now,. They're just one of my favourite bands. No more, No less 
I'm not one of those who put them on a pedastal. There's other stuff | 
around equally as good. The Clash and The Buzzcocks for a start write 
better songs, and only The Slits, seem to beable to freak aut an 
audience the way the PistOls used to..

The Roxy has certainly gone downhill since those wild and wonderful 
days when the first division Punk outfits like the Clash and 
Generation X used to do two sets a night. And it weren't up to much 
even then, now they've got a bloke on the door who wants to know are 
you a member and behind him your typical muscles and tatoos chucker. 
out who prefers not to let you in, in the first place, and treats 

you to a truly terrifying look that says he'll know what to do if you 
Start anything. And any pratt signing himself in as Rape Hunger and 
carrying a tape-recorder into the bargain is definitely trying to 
Start something, ‘you can leave that ‘ere for ten pence' sez he. 
'Thanx' sez I 'but I prefer to hang on to it' This marks me down as 
a wise-guy straight away, so Chig explains that we're friends of the 
group and the cassette is for recording them talking to us, not to 
make ourselves rich by recording the first Varicose Veins bootleg — 
(who, buy the way, are the group we've come to see, along with Slaugh4 
ter and the Sones but Einstein ain't having any 'I donts care 'oo 

yer know, yer can't bring vat fing in 'ere wivaht the guv'nors sayso! 
the guv'nor appears and surprises everybody especially muscles, by 
saying ali. rient, -sorin we:po. 

Inside its the same old place but with a big something missing- the 
kids are sitting or standing around but not even bothering to pose 
(how boring) cause they know that no-one would take the trouble to 
watch them if they did. Plus the beer is sixty pee a pint, Elaine 
can't get anyone to buy the mag (thanx a lot, Jews ) and the disco is 
crap, so off we toddle into the dressing room and run into pel of 

the Veins who tells us the rest of the group are in some boozer. In 
fact the only good thing about this place so far is that I'm here! 

The rest of the Veins turn up and we have a little natter before they 
go on. But I'm not sayiag anything about them because I think Chig's 
reviewing their set and anyway all you V.V fans should have brought 
last month's City Chains should'nt you? and if you missed it you're 
gonna go out and get it now aren't you? yeah. 

After the set we all wombled back into the dressing room=-hole where we 
find out that Slaughter and the Dogs have'nt turned up. And this is 
| Where the BAZOOMIS come on to the sceme (about fucking time, you're 
| all thinking) you see, there's a bunch of very mean looking characterg 
hanging about, some of them with guitars and things, who turned out to 
be the group going on instead of Slaughter. They're called the | 
Bazoomis and I've never even heard of them but we corner one of ‘em 
and give him the third degree. He's John (I think it was, anyway) wha 
plays bass and tells us the rest of the firm are Mick and tin, both ‘o; 
guitar, Arnold on drums, and the lead singer who introduces himslef 
by sticking his face up to the mike on my cassette and squawking 

'MET' which just happens to be his name. He Says he used to be a but- 
cher which doesn't surprise me one bit. 

John ( or maybe it was Mick) gives us an rundown on the songs:-= 

GIVE IT ALL TO ME- like when you're at this age you want everything, 
right? PUSHER- about a bloke who sells drugs to some bloke who dont 
want it. HOT STATIONS- about a guy who goes around burning every . ma 
fucking Station up, fire stations and that; BUNDLE- is about our singe 
he.-had this fight with some guy''. He looks at Met'' This guy is . 
fuckin' loopy, y' know. PUNKHEAD.. LIVING IN TOWM, LIFE GETS HARDER, 
and so it does. 

He tells me they're been together about a year, and have done 8 gigs 


so far, which don't ‘seem a lot so I asked him how good are they are 
- I mean, can they actually play? ''We'tre the BEST and you're gonna 
hear a lot of us soon, a lot aboutus! I quarantee that'' Met joins 
in the conversation, music's just a big bullshit most of the time 
you know, but if your audience is all right...... you see we go loopy 
on stage, we're all maniacs, right, Bazoomis means mad, it's 

Russian, for mad, like in clockwork Orange, we go loopy so we try 

to get the audience to go loopy and everyone just has a fuckin' good 
time. The only good time we have is when we're on the stage, all 

the other’ sturff-is’ shit",  But-are they’ just in’ Pe for’ thé’ grin? or 
are they aiming at becoming more well known? Met echoes, John: We're 
the best! This mob ain't exactly lacking confidence, as far as they' 
-re concerned they're ready for bigger things NOW and if the rest of 
the world don't see that, its time they changed the batteries in 
their. hearing-aids. But that's enough backstage bullshit, its time 

to go on. The acid test!, this is where they either prove it or get 
booted back to New Southgate. 

Pretty Vacant is playing as the band come on, and Tim joins in, for a 
few bars, which comes over louder than the record and every bit as 
good. Met, pint in hand grabs a mike. ‘Alwright we're the Bazoomis 
owarya ? and then they're away into the first number, Jimmy Slin, 
pure 70's rock played good and fast about being a rock'nroll kid and 
putting it up“ your nose, comes over really well, I'd liké-t6 ‘naverre 
on a Single. Hot 6tation follows, and the audience are aready show- 
ing their appreciation by jumping all over each other. Met and John 
make an ace visual focus, John moves all over the stage, screwing his 
face up and being a right nutter while Met stays in more or less the 


same spot but with his arms and legs jerking all the time as if he's 
plugged into a machine. 


Halfway through the number Tim takes a guitar break, and all eyes 
are on his 1950's guitar hero-rebel pose, legs apart, leaning back 
and ladies and gentlemen, can this guy play, or what? I don't know 
much about guitars, but the clean, hard chords that he's chopping 
out of his flying vee or whatever it's called makes it impossible 
to keep still. 

The numbers come in rapid order but I'm too busy enjoying meself to 
take notes. They're all loud, all fast and all bloody good. At the 
end of Pusher, which has a real Stooges - type holocaust finish, 
everyone playing at ''78 rpm and Arnold belting shit out of Varicous 
Veins drum kit. The audience cracking up, Met going like a robot on 
sulphate everyone having a GOOD TIME, RIGHT!. In a real teenage 
frustration, they finish with Don't Listen To What They Say, it's 
about everyone telling you what to do and how to do it instead of 
letting you find out for yourself, a really Strong, catchy number, 
with the title line repeated in a sort of chant. And then grins all 
round they're gone ! to the loadest applause I've heard in the Roxy. 
Hot Station is the encore, and the general good-feeling-at-a-riot 
atmosphere provekes some young wit to try and tear Met's trousers 
off and nearly does. 

THE BAZOOMIS ARE EVERY BIT AS GOOD AS THEIR WORD, DEFINITE STAR= 
QUALITY, AND DESERVING BIGGER AND BETTER GIGS THAN THE ROXY, SO 
REMEMBER THE NAME -YCU'LL BE HEARING FROM THEM.
